Claims 1-8 are before the Examiner and subject to the following

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group 1 , claim(s) 1-7, drawn to triptolide derivatives. 

Group 2, claim(s) 8-10, drawn to pharmaceutical methods of use of compounds of Group 1 . 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-2 do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for 
the following reasons: The special technical feature in all the groups is the triptolide structure. This 
invariant is not a contribution over the prior art because Triptolide is a known compound.
